REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-9, 1 1, 16, 17, 21, 22, 24, 26, 30, 36, 37, 39 and 45-51 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts of 
record (WO'881, Rune, Applicant's Admitted Prior Art and Hameleers) disclose exchanging 
parameters between a base station and a mobile station when a mobile station is handing over 
from a network of a first type to a network of a second type. However, the references fail to 
teach checking whether it is possible that a data transmission between a mobile station and a 
mobile switching center of a second type is a multi-link data transmission that requires a 
definition of a re-sequencing timer as a parameter for said protocol, and to check whether a value 
for said re-sequencing timer is available. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
